*"2zoma, October 3, » Somes week since a brief account was publiehed in 
the Sentinal, relative to an old house areeted, as is sunppessad, nearly a century 
azo by Moges Kish on premises near Mehawk river, owned at the time of his daath by 
Ne Hyde Leffingwell.e fhe writer hereof was moved at the time te write something 
further regarding Moses Fish and those premisss, but want of time and lack of 
inelination have orevented until now. In the decision of Oriskany patent in 
1786, those premises, the commty fair grounds and other lands in that sat > 
to Gev. Jilliam Livingston of New Jersey, and te his sistar, Alida Hoffman, thay, 
ownin: one-fifth of the natent; Gov. Livingsten, at the time of the ‘merican 
Revelution, was the govexnor of New Jersey and true to the cause of the coloniege 
He@ succesdsd Jillian Franklin, son of Benjamin Franklin, in the governorshig; 
the {fatter governer, unlike his father, was disicyal te tha American cause and 
hed to flea to Kicland.e Reeords of the Oneida sounty clerk's offies show that 
Pailiip L. deffman, son of Alida iieffmen, (named after his uncle, Phillip Livinge 
aten, one of the sicners sf the Declaration of Independence}, and Isaac Ogden, ths 
then ouners, in duly, 1797, deeded to Meaes Fish, Joshua Hathuway and Asa ‘iyisr 
310 acres, which included the present fair ¢rounds and the premises before mon= 
tioned. In 1813 Hr. Fish bacame the sole owner of some 150 acres, which includ~< 
¢d the Leffingwell premises, and the lands east of the Mohawz, now occupied by tha 
‘new county pocr house. Those woods just east of the river and the bridge over 
the Uohawk nsar his farm, heve been known as"Fish's Woods" end “fish's bridge”, 
(eftestimes srronsously called "Fisher's bridge") longer than the oldest Roman 
cum now remember. ; 


Kosss Fish was one of threes breathers, all of whem faithfully served during 
taé War of the Revolution and earned and received preaotion by reasen of their 
daring and bravery. In 1783 he was marrisd in Groton, Gomm. te Mary (Avery)
